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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1 -5, drawn to a bone plate assembly, classified in class 606, 
subclass 69. 

II. Claims 6-20, drawn to a surgical drill guide assembly, classified in class 
606, subclass 96. 

III. Claims 21-24, drawn to a method of installing a bone plate on vertebrae, 
classified in class 606, subclass 61 . 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I, III and III are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown 
that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of 
operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In 
the instant case the different inventions have different modes of operation and different 
functions. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention:

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, no claims are generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification 
of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims 
readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim 
is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless 
accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration 
of claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise include 
all the limitations of an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1 .141 . If claims 
are added after the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the 
elected species. MPEP § 809.02(a). 
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Should applicant traverse on the ground that the species are not patentably 
distinct, applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record 
showing the species to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the 
case. In either instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over 
the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention. 

During a telephone conversation with Mr. Brent Ray on 8/9/05 a provisional 
election was made without traverse to prosecute the invention of Group II, drill guide 
species 3, claims 6-13 and 15-20. Affirmation of this election must be made by 
applicant in replying to this Office action. Claims 1-5, 14, and 21-24 is withdrawn from 
further consideration by the examiner, 37 CFR 1 .142(b), as being drawn to a non- 
elected invention. Note as to the existence of generic claims: during the telephone 
conversation with Mr. Ray, he stated that be believed claims 6-12 and 18-20 to be 
generic to all three drill guide species. However, independent claim 6 recites "a tab to 
engage an opening in a bone plate to align and stabilize the drill guide assembly." A 
upon review of the specification and drawings regarding elected Species 3, the only 
element disclosed as a "tab" is tab 335 however, tab 335 is attached to outer stem 
326 and is used to maintain the angular position of the drill guide barrel hinge 334. Tab 
335 does not engage any opening in the bone plate. Therefore, claim 6 does not 
appear to be generic to all disclosed species of drill guides. 
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Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by 
a request under 37 CFR 1.48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1.1 7(i). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 6-13 and 15-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in 
the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use 
the invention. As discussed above, the claim 6 recitation "a tab to engage an opening in 
a bone plate to align and stabilize the drill guide assembly" does not appear to be 
enabled by the disclosure. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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Claims 6-13 and 15-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 6 recites the limitation "the outer stem" in line 3. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 6,11,15 and 1 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being anticipated 
by Gotfried (U.S. Pat. No. 4,465,065). Figs. 3 and 4 of Gotfried show a surgical drill 
guide assembly having all the limitations as recited in the above listed claims, including: 
a stem 11; a drill guide barrel 10 with a plurality of drill insertion locations 16/17 and at 
different angular orientations; a tab 15; a rod 13 with a threaded end; a release 
mechanism 14.
